• moniiiainb high,” the sky was dear as on a 
Rummer’s <lay, and the sun wo« shining a.s 
brightly as 1 ever rem*’mb-r to have seen it. Otm 
of ilu! niost heail-ren-ling .eights that ! ever wit- 
nesee«l occUl'l'cvl Upon the deck. It Was tliat of 
Dr. Ralteilee, a Yeieian surgeon of the .\tJiiy, 
who.se hair ha<l grown while in the service, and 
who, 111 answer to the orders of his Octverhiiient. 
hud left his family and home, aUhougli verging 
III hir> Uith year, lujuinlhc rcgiinenlon ih**ir 
way to California. iU* wi)^ lyiiigoalhe deck 
with but imi mglit garment updii bine and per- 
Jeclly dieticheil with water. Hia hmbs ha«l 
been severely brui»id ill the general vra:'h, and 
1 coiiM ifot nd^i feeling, even in this luimintfnt 
hour of danger. That it w-as improper that the 
goveriiih<’iit*siM>uld allow an officer whu had 
served iii.’> country so fatlhfiilly and so lung to 
be sent, at his age, to so distant a stairon. lie 
wa-., however, carried below, and, 1 am glad to 
»av, Is auioiitr the number who were rescued in 
the Kuhi/. it wtLs a fearful sight to lo<dc upon 
llie water imnie.jiab'ly alter llicaceideiit. 1 saw’ 
nut ihan iOU iiuman beings cunging to spara, 
doors, and »udi other fragments as liiey euuld 
obtain tor the pre>ervaiioii of their Iivoh, but 
the HvxL wave aeal«*d their fate, and they were 
hurried without a momeiu’a uotice into ciernity. 

» Two of the passengers remained np<»n d< ek 
for five hours after the accident, under iliesup- 
prr*iiioii lliHl nolliing but tim deck ilM’if was 
left, and that it was lloating at liie mercy of lha 
waves. One of these persons was brought dow n 
stairs w ilh liis liands and feet frozen, but owing; 
lo ihc kiirdiiess and prompt aUeiiLion of Licul. 
K. K. Murray, of ibe G . R. Aavy, and Dr. VN irtz, 
of the medical staff, the torpid circulation of hi ^ 
limbs ’were restored by blimulaling applica- 
tions. 

Capt. Gardiner, nn offirerof the Fii’st Dragoons 
wa.s sleeping in one of tho state rooms on the 
main de« k, when titu aecidyiil occurred, liis 
servant-man had entere«l his stale room to tell 
him that they were in great dai'ger, and had 
hardly uttered tlie wopIs when llie wave whicli 
hatl hurried so many into elemify swept tin? 
SCI vaiit ovrrboaril, while Captain Gar liner, by a 
special Frovidoiiee, wa<« the only man on that 
»ieck wliowjis savetl. When leamcdowii.l foiiml 
my friend completely covered and surroumled 
by tliu </e6rhi of ihe hurricane deck, which had 
fallen upon him. He was slightly inpired and 
i vorv eiil'oehh'd, but, owing to tho kindueK8 of 
I several officers, he was re-Gired to comparative 
health, a^d w hen on board of the afforded 

I muefi valuable assisLajice to the oilier p;i.sscu- 
gers, and was most .justly enU'emed by them a>i 
I one of the most dUcient of the offieers of tito 
I .-Vriny wiio Were r«*scue<l by that vessel. In life 
I lower cabin, meanw hile. the cuiisteniatiun can- 
{ nut be depicted. It batHes description, i no- 
ticed one family ]>artieiilarly wlien I went be- 
low. The affection which scetned to cxi-t 
miioiig'iui m^iil>ot>, eren ill that hour of peril. 
wa« truly a iHautiful sight. The luoliier, Lite 
falhiT, the daughters and tlie grandehil Iren 
were all clinging u>»elln*f, nml «4*emed each one 
more interested in the fate of the other, than in 
thuir individual safely. 1 allude to Major Mcr 
chant and his fHiiiily. They are ail saved — 
God be thanked! Lieuteiinnt Colonel Burk*v, 
w lio was iiearme in the lower cabin, was struck 
by a bra^ railing from ihe skylightof the upper 
<leck. w hicli fell through upon him. His ba«iV 
wa.s severely injured, and his hand broken. He 
laid upon the iloor on his back until the hour 
of our rescue, wUhoul a muniier, am) bore his 
sufferings wiili Christian forlilinle and rtsigna- 
tion. Mr. A*‘pinwall, who had left New York 
: for the benefit of his iu-alth, w as in the cabin at 
.the time of the UiChlent, ami on hearing that 
the ship wns leaking went immediuiely below, 
and taking off his coat, assisted the men in 
bailing the ship. For several Inmr.s ho contin- 
ued there, cheering the people on until his 
filrengih gave way. ami he was at l-iiglh btirne 
on a liiur into the ca'oin in which the ladies 
were assembled. His conduct from the lime 
of the catasin)phc until our arrival in N’ew' 
York, has proved him to be a man of de- 
termined courage and energy, and perfectly re- 
signed tt» his fate. Without a murmur ho par- 
took with the sailors th«? rations whicli were 
served out, w'hile the soldiers and ollivrs around 
Were grumbling. On Sunday, December 25, 
service was read to the passengers byKw. Mr. 
Cooper, ami prayers for the speedy deliverance 
Were offered up by Mr. Aspinwall and others. 

Mrs. Gates, W’ife of tlie Colonel of the regi- 
ment. furnishes many interesting and touching 
inciilenU in Iier narrative. Of Major Tay’or, 
who. with his wife, was wiwhed ovcrVioanl and 
lo-l, siie mentions the fact that he dtdayed so 
long in coming on board at New York that he 
would have b<jen left behind, if the 0>>lonel liad 
not been prevailed upon by Capt. FrcMiioiit to 
order tiie ship to wait for him smne time, ninl 
again that after he cuiuu ho w^s dissatisfied with 
Ills stale room, and hud his qviarters changed 
from what afterwards prove to be a safe p.irt of 
tlie ship to that from widoh lie was sw’ept ov ?r- 
bo.ard. On these facts Mrs. Oates remarks: 

“It will be .seen from the.se circumstances that 
each step tliat w’as taken seemed to eon-pire to 
lead him on lo his f.ate. Had the vc*>^el not 
wailed for him he would have been «aved, ami 
had he occiipioil the staie«room designated for 
him, he w’ould not have been swept overboai<l 
when the saloon went over. Maj. Taylor, and 
his wife Were last seen with life preservers a- 
runtul them, and hand in hand. He .sank first, 
but she was. .s«eii buff-riling the waves for five 
minutes. They w'ere seen to jump overboaril 
together.” 

The sufferings on boanl the AT/6y to which 
Mrs. Gates gud more than 100 others were trana- 



ferred, were excaedingly aevere. That vc.s.->el 
w’.as already shor^ of provisions when she AU 
in W’iili the San P'ranciseo. Slie cxpeeled to get 
a full supply of provisions from the latter, as 
well as to rescue some more of her pas.seiigers; 
but the hawser w liicJi was ])a.->scd between the 
vcNseLs to keep llu.ni near together, pr.rte*! in the 
night, and w*hen morning davvued each w.ia Loat 
lo the other; and the Kilhy was thus left with 
a great ineron-o of human beings on board, ami 
but u small addition to her provisions. For two 
<lays she searched for the San Franehco in vain, 
ami then sailed for port. Two or three limes 
when Lear .slmre she was obliged to stand out 
to sea again to avoid being wrecked. At la't 
she fell ill with tlie Awry Thompson, a staunch, 
large and well provisioned '-hip. The commnmi 
er of thi.s vtis-^cl, CapU Femllcton, furnishes a 
statement from which we Uarn Ifiat ft»r fonrlecn 
days the ])eopl.u on bo;u«l iIk? Kilby had snb>i.->t- 
e<l u]K>ii a handful of parched corn ami a gill 
of water each per day. Tluy suffered in-.iUi 
also for want of clothing. Capt. iVtidleion 
lowered bis boaU and i>r icied 'the per-^on^ res- 
cued from theSan Franei&co to betaken onboar-i 
his vessel. ThGwas am.'iUerof no little di:li 
cully, owing to the high >-ea that was running. 
One little boy, sou of Col. WUeman, was neaily 
lost. Their condition was must pitiable. i>el- 
iuate females, emaciated by hunger, and with 
scarcely any covering, came along side, and just 
us a rope was muvlo fa»>t, u wave would drive the 
l>oal a'ide. and da^>h them a;^lill.^t the vc'ScI'>> 
side. At length about one hun livd wore got 
<m boai 1 — among them Mr. Gc») W. Aspinwall 
and Mrs. Merchant, who were in the last stag** 
of sickuoas, ami could scarcely have survived 
another day, but for the linicly assistance ren- 
dend them. Among these passenger^ were 
about twenty chiUlreii, three of them mir-»ing. 
Tliere was a quantity of corn on board, but tlie 
passengers couM use it in no way except 
parcluMl, an 1 owing to the s* areity of fire it 
eo’jld be only supplied in sufficient quantity to 
give each person a handful per day. Tlio chil- 
*lren could not be made to imderslaml why l)n*y 
could not have food, and their cries were truly 
heart rending. 

The AntiLTCtic which received a portion of the 
survivors from the wreck, sailed for Liverpool 
There has not yet been lime to licar of her arri- 
val there. The Tliree Bells am) Lucy Thomp- 
son have arrived safely at New York. The Kil- 
by wlieh last lieard from wiu» in tow of a .steamer 
for Boston, and not far from that port. 

Errors in the ct>structrN>n of the ship, insuffi 
cit?nt testing of her cngrries, and overloading. 
s>tc*ir. to be regarded as llie inducing causes of 
this terrible disnsler.

Tlic Kentucky Stale Colonization Society w.is 
charteri'il by llni Legi.^lalure of L--1G-7. The 
great feature of ii.s action is to promoli? ami ex- 
ecute a plan for colonizing with their own con- 
sent, the freo people of color of Kentucky, in 
Liberia, in*Africa. Thi.s eb'is of )>er5>ons are 
found ill all the counties of Kentucky. In 
some counties they are more numerous than in 
other countic.s. They’ iiKToaseJ greatly in num- 
bers until the laws under the new constitution 
went into effect. The census of 1650 gives the 
Stale 10,007 free blacks. Many slaves were 
emancipated iq various counties during the 
year, and ju.st before the law prohibiting einau- 
uipation to filay in the Stale was operative, 
which makes the number still greater. The 
slaves in the State now amount to 200,S(J7. — 
There are then one tn firrnfv of Ihe blacks in ihe 
State, free. This fact makes the subject of*lheir 
permanent residence here an important subject 
tor examination. Other Stales iiavc the same 
class of persons wiibin tlicir limits, und all of 
the States have a repugnance lo grant to them 
the privileges of Jrce citizens. The slave Slater 
consider them detritneiitul lo the morals of ev- 
ery iieigliburhood where they live. For years 
their condition has been noticed, and no relief 
has yet been held out to thorn to better their 
posilioM in society in this country. The bcdt 
method of relieving them from lln ir low estate, 
is to locate them in a land where no caste exials 
— a land rich in soil und accus:»ible to coiumcrce. 
In such a home, cUgcatiori, a mutual action for 
dignity of charjtcter, and a development of 
mind !o govern, and be governed by the princi- 
ples of a civil government .like unto our own, 
being controlled by ihu in.vlilutions of the Gos- 
pel of the Lord Jesus Christ, they will have an 
luheritonce that will lost during all time. Hav- 
ing here felt llie same deteriorating inffuciices, 
they will there be intlucuced by llic same hopes 
and efforts to be free indeed. 9 ho rise and pres- 
ent progress of Liberia, encourag(.s the belief 
that lliis will be the case. Should not then 
Kentucky aid and encourage her free blacks to 
emigrate to that laiidY An appropriation of 
$5,009 a year for five years lo this purpose 
Would be a benevolent ad; and a just gift to 
them to get aimtlier ami better lioiiic. ll would 
take eighty a year, and snslaiu them six ruonUis 
after their arrival in Liberia. Ami what would 
be the cost lo the ]>eople to do so? A seventh ‘ 
of one cent on every hundrol dollars of taxa- 1 
ble property in the State. Have you a poor con- [ 
stituenl? What would be the burden upon' him ' 
to pay his portion to remove eighty free negroes 
from the Siato each year? Whul does he now 
pay indirectly cadi year by their remaining in 
I llie State? As the valuation of the properly of 
the State is $300,752,322, you can readily see 
ihal one-seveulh of a cent will yield $5,000 a 
year. 0.
